during the few hours which they were 
not slaving. In addition to the totally 
inadequate workshops I found In sev-

A BUSY LIFE. 


Brief Sketch of Vutlicr M 


Priestly Work. 


The following sketch of the career of 


Rev. Father McXally was prepai- d 
at 


the recfuest of the eommllee of arra:ige- 
menta of the celebration by a gentleman 
who had long been acquainted with tho 
subject and who holds St. J'atrlck's pas- 
tor in high esteem.

Village as Cardinal Mormi

county of Kilkenny, where he received his 
preliminary education. 
This town 
was 


seven miles from the City of the- Con- 
federation, where ho traced the first lines 
^•hich afterwards marked the features of 
*. soul to be graced with the priesthood. 


"Jn the seminary at Gores Bridge 
he 


furnished his mind with plenty of 
the 


supply of classics, literature and the sci- 
ences amply sullleient to pasn the 
en- 


trance examinations into St. 
Patrick's 


JEccleslastlcal College in Carlow, the old- 
est of the kind in Ireland. 
After six 


y*>arfa of hard, close study and strict disci- 
pline ho was ordained a priest on 
the 


Feast of St. Barnabas, June llth. 1S70. by 
tho Kt. Rov. Dr. Walshe, Bishop of Kll- 
dare and Lelgluon. 
Fourteen other stu- 


dents were raised to the priesthood with 
him. 
Nearly all of. them are doad now. 


Some few still live, notably Dr. Dunne, 
the Bishop of Wilconla, Australia. 
A 


few months of rest and he set out for the 
field of l-.is labors in distant California 
on September ir.th.' IfcTO. leaving all those 
to whom he was attached by his natural 
affections bowed 
down 
with 
weeping. 


Without unnecessary delay he reached, In 
company with the late Father Dowling, 
of San Jose, San Francisco October 8th, 
1S70. 


"His first mission was San Rafael, tin- 


der tho late Father Bermlnj?ham. 
After 


some months he was assigned to St. Jo- 
sephs church In San Francisco. 
May Oth, 


1871, 
found him a bright, active and elo- 


quent young Soggarth aroon amonpr the 
foothills of tho Sierras exploring the fast- 
r.esscs of the mountains In old Tnolu- 
mlne. 
There his schools called for mer- 


ited praise, many non-Catholic children 
availing themselves of the occasion af- 
forded by Father McXally's zeal and tasto 
for education to drink from the Pierian 
spring opened up to the Catholic and non- 
Cuthollc youth of Scnora by ills deft 
hands. 


"The writer who chronicles these events 


can also record facts which made Father 
McXally one of the most popular of old 
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who take charge of the bigger boys. The 
p;iris'u being furnished complete with Hie, 
institutions of the faith.
